No 
Isreel Government will be in 
a burry to make up its mind; 
of this at least the people can 
be sure. 


The draconic proposal was 
preceded by a gracious and 
well-timed tribute to the Min- 
istry’s Staff, and gave an in- 
sight inte planning of im- 
pressive range.

Shielding Crooks

out of it?” The police mostly 
can do so and they also do 
it — but why should such 
secrecy be necessary? Fear of 
revenge? Hardly — the black- 
marketeer is usually a coward. 
Fear of public opinion? Yes. 

Nowadays one hears lots of 
rumours of officials that have 
to be bribed; of officials that 
embezzle money, of large 
funds that have disappeared 
into thin air. There should 
not be rumours. Whoever 
knows a fact should report it 
to the right authorities and
